Resin Fisli-Oil Soap Added to Bor­ 
deaux Mixture I*roinKe<s a Meth­ 
od of < ’ontrol, 


Washington. I). C., Aug. 3. 
The 
addition of resin fish-oil soap to Bor­ 
deaux mixture promises to control 
tomato leaf-spot, although Bordeaux 
alone has not prevented losses. 
Plant-disease specialists 
in 
Hie 
Federal department of Agriculture 
describe tho leaf-spot disease as one 
which causes 
defoliation 
of 
the 
plants, greatly reduced yields, and 
inferior fruit. 
Small circular spots 
develop on the leaves aud sometimes 
on the stems. 
They first appear as 
tiny dots, having a clark or water- 
soaked appearance. 
Gradually they 
enlarge r a d 1 urn brown, and tile 
leaves shrivel and drop, beginning at 
the base of tile plant. 
M a k i n g t h e Solutions 
Bordeaux mixture in best prepared 
by making stock solutions of the 
separate ingredients. 
The 
copper 
sulphate should be mixed 
in 
Hie 
proportions of a gallon 
of 
water, 
preferably soft water, to a pound 
of the sulphate crystals and there 
should be five gallons of this stock 
solution for ©ach acre of I naut on­ 
to be sprayed. 
The crystals should 
be dissolved in the usual way by 
suspending them in a 
burlap 
bag 
w h ic h touches the surface 
of 
tin* 
water; the solution should he well 
stirred. 
The lime suspension or milk

BELL A T CONCORD 


M. E. Church There Has Historic 
Bell— Rung For First 
Time 
In 
Announcing Lincoln’s Death.

The people of 
Concord 
M. 
E. 
church are preparing for 
an 
Im­ 
pressive service to be 
held 
next 
Thursday, Aug. ft, 
in 
connection 
with their annual fish anil chicken 
fry, 
This service will he the dedl 
cation of a Lincoln memorial bell. 
This bell, which ha* un interesting 
history, is mounted on a pedestal on 
the church lawn with a marble slab 
at the base hearing tills inscription, 
“ Abraham Lincoln 
Memorial Bell, 
1865.” 
This bell is inverted amt 
beautiful flowers ure growing there. 
Rev. W. P. Bowman, pastor of the 
church, gives the 
following 
facts 
about the bell. 
“ It was in the spring of 1865 that 
the trustees of the Concord M. K. 
church purchased a bell to be placed 
in the brick church. 
The bell was 
received early In April, just before 
Hie assassination of President Abra­ 
ham Lincoln. When the direful news 
cam to tho people of Concord flu* 
bell hail riot been placed in Hie tow­ 
er of the church but it was hastily 
located on a frame work where it, 
could be rung. 
So when the bell 
sounded for the first time iii Con­ 
cord its solemn 
cadences 
carried 
the message of Lincoln’s death. 
“ For forty years 
afterward 
tho 
bell was used in 
the 
old 
brick 
church which was torn 
down 
Iii 
June, 1915, to m ake room for lire 
larger and more imposing structure. 
As the hell some time during Its 
term of usage had been cracked the 
building committee thought it would 
not be best to place it in the tower 
of the new church. 
So another bell 
was secured but there was no Inten­ 
tion of discarding the valued relic 
I and It was placed on 
the 
church 
lawn with an 
appropriate 
inscrip­ 
tion. 
Thus far there him been no 
dedicatory service but tho plan of 
having such a service Aug. 9 was re­ 
cently agreed upon.”

'itinns paper. 
Buy a dime’s worth 
oi blue litmus paper at the d ru g 
no re, and place a strip of it In co n ­ 
tact with the m eld soil for a few 
minutes.
